CONTINUES TOUR 
(Second Installment) 
Ottawa, Ontario— 

I am writing from a park 
bench on Parliment Ilill. Deep 
down in the valley pour the ang¬ 
ry water of the Ottawa river 
behind me arc the massive 
buildings of the Capital. Insid 
the Gothic doorway of the Par¬ 
liament buildijngs stood three 
huge |>olicemen. They hud ob¬ 
viously nothing to do, and were 
exhausted with idleness. They 
all yawned copiously when 1 
asked the way to the House. 
At Ottawa one looks for politic¬ 
al grafters and provincial shy¬ 
sters, hut the Hill is as guileless 
as anarchbishop, and as stately 
as a cathedral. 1 haven’t seen 
a suspicious character; They 
must all be at the Coronation. 
The House, of course is not in 
session, 1 went in and sat in the 
speakers chair, and stood be¬ 
hind the prime ministers desk. 

1 also tried the chair of our own 
member, Miss Agnes McPhail .It 
was very comfortable, 

We left Toronto at five in the 
afternoon; it is 3G0 miles to 
Montreal, so we drove most 
of the night. Toronto and Mon¬ 
treal are Canada’s biggest cities. 
Fhrmers often imagine that 
people who live in these cities are 
superior individuals. But I am 
beginning to doubt it. Two of 
the Toronto people who travel¬ 
led with me to Montreal had 
never been East of Cahawa 
Hamilton was the only other- 
city they knew, but they insist¬ 
ed that Toronto was the best 
city! in the world. Then in Mon¬ 
treal I had to ask six ot the nat¬ 
ives before 1 found one who 
knew how to get out of the 
place.. 

I attended the second annual 
Canadian Youth Congress at 
Montreal. Delegates to the 

Congress, almost 1,000 repre¬ 
sented various youth organiz¬ 
ations across Canada. They 
held all shades of opinion; pro- 
testant, and catholic; conserv¬ 
ative and socialist; French 
speaking and English speaking. 
I wish those who think youth 
flippant and irresponsible could 
have seen how ernestly this 
great assembly faced their ob- 
ligatins as citizens. Similarly 
those who think the Congress 
Communistic should have seen 
the demonstration oi enthus¬ 
iasm ..lien the resolutions were 
passed overwhelmingly affirm¬ 
ing belief in God and the r ight of 
the individual to private pro¬ 
perty. 

Due largely to the resolutions 
of last year's Congress the Fed- 
end Government lias Ivoted one 
million dollars for the rehabili¬ 
tation oi youth. This year there 
was a great deal of discussion 
about how it should be spent. 
Although half ofCanadian youth 
is rural, less than 10 were from 
fauns. 1 wo o 1 these were from 


Ontario, one from Alberta and 
five from Saskatchewan. With 
such a miserable representa¬ 
tion we cannot expect to receive 
fair treatment when this money 
is distributed. 

It was depressing to hear of 
farming conditions in tire West. 
1 will save those stories for my 
letters written from Western 
Canada. It was still more de¬ 
pressing to realize that six pro¬ 
vinces have no farm representa¬ 
tion at the Congres. 

"Welcome to the Ottawa Val¬ 
ley” This was the greeting I 
received at tile farm home of 
McCulloughs, who live about 20 
miles from Ottawa. The valley 
was settled largely by the Irish 
in the early days, to such an ex¬ 
tent that the evident brogue is 
now known as the Ottawa val¬ 
ley accent. Around Ottawa the 
soil is rich and black, devoted 
largely to gardening; farther out 
it is lighter, and dairying is the 
staple industry. Montreal use 1 
to take most of the milk in this 
area but this has been replaced 
by cheese making. 

Last week I promised to write 
this letter from Quebec City, 
so this time I make no promise:;., 
except to say I’ll be writing fror l 
Eastern Canada.
